that it # not becoming any ensier as the 
, days pus. ‘The re-uction against sentimen: 
taliam, which colonists have experianced 
when viewing recent aspecta of life in the 
home-land, has not led to the removal of 
the bean in our own eye, We are thinking 
of Shanghai and its recent: shouting sens2- 
tion, which has caused as rauch interest 
throughout the Far Mast as the furnous 
‘Carew case did. The desire to think justly 
—to banish emotional of sentimental bins — 
may nuke us appear censorioua, but we are 
pound » point out that Shanghai has not 
shown op well in its latest experience. We 
read tht when the Jupez rose after pro- 
nouncing sentence “the spectators could 
restrain their feelings no longer. The 
Suprem Court rang with cheers for accused, 
clapping, and other forms of applanse. 
Someore shouted ‘three cheers for 
Byndmn,’ which were immediately given, 
and his friends gathered round him and 
insisted on shakiak hounds”, We do not 
propos: to criticies the jury for deciding 


cheek, or. ln waa referring to mental 
suffering © ‘The most notable comment, 
however, refrring to the “crime” of the 
slain man, shows what gort of sentiment wns 
behind the papular concern, A contempor- 
ary which vay properly ‘pointed out that 
the code “ ofthé individual ” should not be 


‘\ permitted to» oust the “ende of the 


Btaty”’, imuodintely | revealed: how fur 
ite own feeling was barbaric and inatiactive. 
It said, referring to the man who was shot 
deud, “the frat man’s crime is a peculiarly 
nggravating one, and the law’s punishment 
invariably stikes those who ore affected by 
the crime mw altogether inadequate aud 
iunsatisfuctow". If there wae any “crime”, 
beyond the shooting itself, it was that of 
the woman tho deceived, or is said to have 
decoived, thy man she was to marry. Of 
her the Julge was quite plain-spoken:

‘There, was: no ground for either 
civil or crinival. proceedings against him. 
fle merely atertained a widow who, being 
her own | nistross and of mature uge, 
voluntarily went to him. The law's chief 
duty is to protect our -lives, liberty, and 
goods. It yromises to fail at Shanghai, if 
such sheer sentitnentalism is to“rule the 
roost, _ Liaw was designed to substitute for 
the unfettered sway of passion, the more 
deliberate rule of reagun, . Shanghai seems 
to prefer ‘pasion, It rust be only.a section 
of it: thereis aurely a teaven of sane mind 
there whicl will resist euch dangerous 
sentimentalem. '
